- fire” newspaper “logs.” 
D a v i d 
E. 
L o f g r e n , 
environmental impact officer 
at the school, has devised a 
method to convert ordinary 
newspapers into “logs” that 
bum as cleanly and “ pound for 
pound give the same heat as 
wood.” He has experimented 
on this “pet project” for two 
years to overcome problems 
such 
as 
smoldering, 
flying 
ashes, and popping. 
“ Now,” he said, “ with just 
a half- hour labor, a person can 
provide himself with three to 
four hours of a comfortable 
fireplace fire.” 
How he does it 
Here’s his method: 
Divide the day’s paper into 
sections and fold them into 
one-half page $ize (about 12 by 
15 inches and one-half inch 
thick or less). Soak them in a 
tub of water and detergent 
overnight.” While they are still 
w e t, 
roll 
th e 
se c tio n s 
individually o^j a one-inch rod 


and squeeze out the excess 
water 
while 
smoothing 
the 
surface edges. 
Slide the rolls off the rod 
and stand them on end to dry, 
tipping the rolls slightly to 
allow 
air 
to 
circulate. The 
“log” 
should 
be 
about 
12 
inches long and two to four 
inches in diameter. They are 
ready to use when completely 
dry. 
Prof. 
Lofgren, who now 
teaches 
a 
class 
on 
“Urban 
Survival” with the philosophy 
that “ the wilderness kind is all 
right 
until 
you 
go hom e,” 
de c i d e d 
when 
he 
began 
experimenting on ‘ the paper 
burning that he’d have to get 
newspapers wet enough so the 
fibers would fall apart and he 
could shape them. 
First soaked in 
wheelbarrow 
“I started putting them in 
wa t e r 
in 
a 
wheelbarrow 
overnight during the summer,” 
he said, and found that worked 
well. But when winter came, he 
started to use a laundry tub in 
the basement “until my wife 
complained 
that 
she wasn’t 
getting any washing done.” He 


soon discovered that putting 
detergent in the water soaked 
the paper faster and cut the 
process down to a few hours. 
Still he had problems with 
smoke and ash when he burned 
the papers in the fireplace. 
“One day I thought, why not 
put a hole in the middle?” 
Thus, he began using the rod 
and 
found 
his 
fires finally 
burning clean. 


According to Prof. Lofgren 
his family has been using the 
logs for a long time now. “My 
daughter even took some to a 
r o u g h - 
o u t 
c a m p i n g 
experience,” he said, “ and used 
them 
to 
cook 
supper 
— 
including baking a pineapple 
upside- down cake.” 


The 
innovative 
professor 
said each log lasts about a half- 
hour. The average week-day 
newspaper will make two to 
three logs, and the Sunday 
edition will make up to seven. 
“ Not only are newspaper 
logs about the same as wood as 
an energy source, but what 
other fuel is delivered to your 
doorstep each day?” he asked.

"Johnny Cash cut ‘The Ways of 
a Woman in Love,’ that I wrote 
with Bill Justice. I think it was 
No. 1 country. He cut ‘Thanks a 
Lot’ and ‘I Just Thought You’d 
Like To Know.’ I don’t think 
they were No. 1. 
“Jerry Lee Lewis cut ‘I’ll 
Make It All Up To You,’ ‘It 
Hurt Me So’ and ‘Break Up.’

method to convert ordinary 
newspapers 
into 
“ logs” that 
burn as cleanly and “ pound for 
pound give the same heat as 
w ood.” He has experimented 
on this “ pet project” for two 
years to overcome problems 
such 
as 
smoldering, 
flying 
ashes, and popping. 
“ Now,” he said, “ with just 
a half- hour labor, a person can 
provide himself with three to 
four hours of a comfortable 
fireplace fire.” 
How he does it 
Here’s his m ethod: 
Divide the d a y ’s paper into 
sections and fold them into 
one-half page size (about 12 by 
15 inches and one-half inch 
thick or less). Soak them in a 
tub of water and detergent 
overnight.” While they are still 
we t , 
roll 
t h e 
s e c tio n s 
individually ot^ a one-inch rod 


and squeeze o u t the excess 
water 
while 
smoothing 
the 
surface edges. 
Slide the rolls off the rod 
and stand them on end to dry, 
tipping the rolls slightly to 
allow 
air 
to 
circulate. 
The 
“ log” should 
be 
about 
12 
inches long and two to four 
inches in diameter. They are 
ready to use when completely 
dry.

According to Prof. Lolgren 
his family has been using the 
logs for a long time now. “ My 
daughter even took some to a

them

cook 
supper 
— 
including baking a pineapple 
upside- down cake.” 


The 
innovative 
professor 
said each log lasts about a half- 
hour. The 
average week-day 
newspaper will make two to 
three logs, and the Sunday 
edition will make up to seven. 
"N ot only are newspaper 
logs about the same as wood as 
an energy source, but what 
other fuel is delivered to your 
doorstep each day?” he asked.

Charlie Rich has found out, 
by becoming one, the good 
things that come to a success. 
For one thing, the number and 
quality of songs sent to you in­ 
crease a lot. 
“ If you’re not selling too 
much, you get like second-rate 
songs. I had a million-selling 
record 
with 
“Behind 
Closed 
Doors’ and everybody gives you 
the best thing 
they’ve 
got. 
That’s just business. 
“ We’ve got plenty to choose 
from now. The hard part is 
picking the ones to do.” 
This fall, Rwh won three im­ 
portant awards from the Coun­ 
try Music Assn.: best male vo­ 
calist of the year; best single, 
for “ Behind Closed Doors,” and 
best album, for “ Behind Closed 
Doors.” Now another single is 
out from that same album, 
“ The Most Beautiful Girl,” and 
it’s a hit also, No. 9 and climb­ 
ing on the Dec. 8 pop best-sell­ 
ing chart. 
Rich is much more akin to 
the “ new country sound” prac­ 
ticed by such singers as Kris 
Kristofferson and Mac Davis 
than he is traditional country. 
He likes the freedom the “ new 
country sound” affords, in sub­ 
ject matter of songs, lyrics, in­ 
strumentation 
and 
even 
in 
clothes. “ You can dress like 
Kris or like Porter Wagoner.” 
He likes 
the 
country 
au­ 
dience, which is notably less 
fickle than the pop audience, 
but he loves the trend toward 
freedom and would like to see 
it go so far that he could play 
Paul Desmond’s jazz “ Take 5” 
followed by a 
straightahead 
country song. 
Rich says another single will 
follow 
“ The 
Most 
Beautiful 
G irl," possibly a song by Tony 
Joe White, and recording ses­ 
sions in December should result 
in an album out in January or 
February. 
“ At 
the 
present 
time, I feel pretty good. 
“ When 
‘Lonely 
Weekends’ 
was out, we didn’t have a fol­ 
low-up. When we had Mohair 
Sam’ we put something out, but 
it didn't happen. 
“ You lose a lot of confidence. 
1 wished I hadn’t gotten a big 
one because I didn’t know what 
to do next. This makes it bet­ 
ter.” 


Rich, who was 41 
shortly 


after Thanksgiving, says, “ I 


think I was 22 or 23 when 1 saw 
the first few little white hairs. 
By the time I was 32 or 35, it 
was pretty 
much 
white. 
It 
wasn’t like overnight; I wasn’t 
scared by something.” 
He has been in music a long 
time, but not in country music. 
He was born in Colt, Ark., and 
started piano lessons in the 
third grade. In the seventh 
grade he met a girl named 
Margaret Ann and they were 
sweethearts in high school in 
Forrest City, Ark. He went to 
the University of Arkansas for 
one semester, went into the Air 
Force during the Korean War 
and after basic training mar­ 
ried Margaret Ann. She sang 
some, but four children cut that 
career, so the couple started 
writing songs as a a way of 
sharing music. 
“ When I came out of the 
service, my uncle set me up in 
farming. I did pretty well the 
first year, the next year so-so, 
the third year it rained and 
rained. My uncle said, ‘I don’t 
see much future in this.’ 
“ I started playing clubs in

and 
Dave Brubeck were my cup of 
tea. My wife took some of my 
tapes to Bill Justice at Sun 
Records, who was a jazz freak. 
She had more desire than I did 
for me to get into show busi­ 
ness, at the time.

it’ll never sell.’ He played her 
some Jerry Lee Lewis and told 
her when I learned to'play that 
bad to come over and he’d au­ 
dition me.”

“ Johnny Cash cut ‘The Ways of 
a Woman in Love,’ that I wrote 
with Bill Justice. I think it was 
No. 1 country. He cut ‘Thanks a 
Lot’ and ‘I Just Thought You’d 
Like To Know.’ I don’t think 
they were No. 1. 
“ Jerry Lee Lewis cut ‘I ’ll 
Make It All Up To You,’ ‘It 
Hurt Me So’ and ‘Break Up.’ 
That record was taking off. It 
was the follow-up of something 
that sold well over a million 
and it was going to just be 
great. Then he married his 13- 
year-old cousin and that killed 
the record and hurt Jerry for 
years. Lucky old Charlie. 
“ That hit me like a ton of 
bricks. I ’d never had a pop 
thing that had done that much.

“ Jerry has always been a 
good friend. He cut my wife's 
song, ‘Life’s Little Ups and 
Downs,” on the record he cut 
in London, ‘The Session,’ that 
just came out last summer.

Officials said “ continued 
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strong export and domestic

causes. 
Although 
bean 
farmers 
may plant a larger acreage 
this year, experts cautioned 
that high prices for other 
crops may compete severely 
for bean acres. 
Over-all, the report said, 
supplies of fresh vegetables 
are larger than a year ago, 
i n c l u d i n g 
m o r e 
lettuce, 
broccoli, carrots and celery. 
V e g e t a b l e s 
u s e d 
f or 
processing are “ m oderately” 
in 
greater 
abundance than 
last winter. 
Potatoes, as a result of a 
smaller crop last fall, are in 
tight supply and the report 
said prices will be high “ at all 
levels” at least through the 
spring. 
Grower prices for fresh 
v e g e t a b l e s 
generally 
are 
expected to be relatively high 
through 
the spring months 
“ though they may not reach 
the record highs” of 1973. 
T h e 
v eg etab le 
report 
followed 
an announcem ent 
Thursday 
that 
farm prices 
over-all climbed 9 per cent 
from Dec. 15 to Jan. 15, up 39 
per cent from a year earlier. 
Higher 
prices

grain led the advance, adding 
more fuel to the food price 
burner. 
In another report Friday, 
USDA said net farm income 
in 
1973

previously estimated and is 
calculated at a record $26.1 
billion, up nearly 40 per cent 
from $19.7 billion in 1972.
